The Subject of having the 10th Special Forces train selected 
KUBjiRK Austrian Staybehind Agents in UW and Guerrilla tactics 
was discussed and agreed upon.

1. ^ : drove to the Flint Kaseme, Bad Toelz, on 

13 March 1962 to discuss subject with Major Martin of the .S!t 3 Section of 
the 10th Special Forces Group. (NoteiF I arranged 

the meeting by telephone but was unable to attend due to iliness.) Gen- 
eral discussions were held with Major Martin at 1130 and again at lliOO, 
at which time Major Warren E. Parker was introduced as Major Martin’s 
successor in the S-3 SectionJ \was also introduced to Major 

Reaune the S-3 of the Group. 

2. The first piece of business was the Group’s furnishing back- 
stopped, covering documentation for SOB field exercises in the Bad Toelz 
area.

behind agents in UW and guerrilla tactics was received most enthusiasti- 
cally by Major Martin at our 1130 meeting. At this time we diwcussed 
the general outlines such as training sessions might take, with emphasis 
being placed on flexibility to take c?ire of individual needs and capabili- 
ties. Major Martin assure|^ ><a.t they could surely conduct such 

training..^ but wished to check with hi^ CO to get final confirmation. 

U'eturned to the Kaserne at lUOO to get the results of Major Mar- 
'Tin's diSWssions and to work out a rough syllabus for a training session 
to last about a week. 


U. At the li|00 meeting Major Martin introduced Major Warren E. 
Psirker as his successor (Note: Major Martin is rotating back to Ft. 

Bragg in June after a li^ year tour of duty) . Major Martin said the plan 
was discussed with the CO and they were given the green light to go ahead 
with the planning and execution. All concerned felt it was a very worth- 
while project and could foresee no serious problems. (Note: The 10th 

Group is conducting spring manoevres starting about a week before Easter 
and reaching into May. This will mean that the Bad Toelz area will be

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capability of the 10th Special Forces Group to conduct necessary training 
operations in the general field of UW and GW operations. This training 
is to be conducted for intervals of approximately one week to several sel- 
ected individuals. This training will be conducted intermittently all sum- 
mer, It is to be requested that the 10th Special Forces Group be directed 
to support such training.

6, It was felt advisable that the agent's CO be present fjpr the bulk 
of the training and in the case of the initial session^^ |aas agreed 

to be present for the entire week to see how things go. It is "planned that 
the agent and CO live either in a local Gasthaus or in the field as the 
situation requires. The only restriction that the GO of the 10th Group has 
concerning non-USA persons using the training facilities is that they appear 
American to the casual observer, meaning that thqy will be dressed in faui- 
gues.

nual have been issued to several of the SOB staybehind agents.) It may be 
wise to obtain sufficient conies (cost S,.
